A Narrow Gauge Failure. 


Some days ago an editorial para­ 
graph appeared in the columns of the 


H e r a l d , based on the authority of an 
exchange, that the Pacific Mail Steam­ 
ship Company would not in future run 
their Panama steamers into San Diego 
harbor, and that the company re­ 
quired all passengers by these steam­ 
ers for Panama to start from San Fran­ 
cisco. To the announcement we ap­ 
pended.remarks to the effect that the 
company would injure its business 
and discommode the people of San 
Diego by adhering to this arrange­ 
ment. On the authority of a tho­ 
roughly informed employee of the 
company, we, in a later issue of the 


H e r a l d , stated that the company did 
not land their passengers at San Diego, 
because they considered it dangerous 
to do so with the class of steamers now 
employed on on the Panama route. 
This was a semi-official statement 
made in the light of an explanation, 
and without a thought of injuring 
San Diego or her harbor. 
But for 
making it, the San Diego World of 
May 2d, denounces the editor of the 


H e r a l d as “ an official liar,” a “ men­ 
dacious creature,” and the utterer of a 
“ dastardly falsehood.” Those expres- 
sious are framed and garlanded with 
the 
intelligent terms that usually 
comprise the vocabulary of a black­ 
guard. 
It is gratifying to us, and we 
believe it is also to himself, to know 
that Mr. L y n c h , the long time able 
and gentlemany editor of the World, 
had severed his connection with the 
paper before the policy of substituting 
billingsgate for argument was adopted 
by its publishers. 
The H e r a l d is the 
advocate of every interest of Southern 
California—of those of San Diego as 
well as those of Los Angeles and W il­ 
mington. it does not, however, be­ 
lieve that misrepresentation—claiming 
advantages we do not possess, and as­ 
serting as facts what investigation 
will prove false—will add to our pel* 
manent prosperity. 
It is possible to 
induce immigration by niisrepresenta* 
tion, but it is not possible to compe 
people who come and find theinselve8 
deceived 
to 
remain. 
The 
truth 
and 
nothing 
but 
the 
truth, 
without varnish or double meaning, 
concerning Southern California, will 
convince people 
at a distance that 
this 
country possesses 
many 
nu* 
vantages over almost any other portion 
of the known world. 
The truth is al* 
that need be told; it is all our people 
desire should be told. 
To say that the 
last time the Constitution, a vessel of 
of 4,1U0 tons, went into Sau Diego bur. 
bor she touched on the bar, is but 
saying what her officers assert. To 
say that she could enter Wilmington 
harbor without encountering a like 
danger, would be to assert a falsehood. 
"Y et we expect to make Wilmington 
harbor so that the Constitution, and 
vessels of even larger tonnage may 
enter with safety; we expect that San 
Diego harborwill receive such improve* 
mcnts that the Company will never 
again he able to say the Constitution 
touched bottom on the bar. It is trut 
that the company will not allow tine 
of the five steamers now 011 the Pan­ 
ama route to enter San Diego harbor, 
and it is also true that they will no1 
risk these steamers in Wilmington 
harbor; yet we do not try our hand a 
fish-woman oratory against every per 
son who chances to utter what we all 
know to be a fact. There is a bar a 
the entrance of San Francisco har­ 
bor, an i the San Diego World lias 
been screaming over its dangers for 
months, yet San Francisco’s commerce 
has not fallen oil' greatly, nor do the 
journals of the city go into rabies over 
the World's bar paragraphs. All har* 
hors have bars. 
We have a bar down 
at Wilminton, but we are going to dig 
it away, and we expect the little dan­ 
ger to very large vessels in crossing the 
San Diego bar will be removed by the 
San Diego people or the Government. 
Danger is more easily avoided when 
one knows that it exists. The Steam­ 
ship Company have discovered that it 
is 
dangerous to land tiieir largest 
steamers at San Diego. They say this, 
and to people of sense and honor it 
would seem a better plan to go to work 
and remove the danger than to try to 
cover it up or deny its existence.

-Something over one year ago the 
Benicia Narrow Gauge Railroad Com­ 
pany commenced grading their road, 
under circumstances whicli seemed 
favorable for an early completion of a 
narrow gauge railroad through the 
richest portion of the Sacramento 
Valley. The road was surveyed from 
Benicia to Red Bluff. 
After some 
ten miles of track had been graded the 
work ceased, ostensibly 011 account of 
a difficulty with the Chinese em­ 
ployees, but the real cause was an ex­ 
haustion of funds 011 hand. An assess­ 
ment was levied 011 the stock, but 110 
considerable amount was paid in and 
110 effort was apparently made to col­ 
lect what was really due. Things 
dragged. 
Somebody had fastened a 
heavy weight to tho enterprise, and 
its motion gradually slackened until it 
finally ceased to move. The Directors 
announce that they have expended 
$40,000, and now abandon the work. 
The whole affair is strongly suggest­ 
ive of a “ nigger in the fence.” 
If the 
company 
have 
expended $40,000, 
whose money was it? Certainly not 
their own. But did they spend that 
amount of money? There is 110 doubt 
but that the stockholders are out that 
amount, and it is a fact as strong as 
proof of Holy Writ that they will 
never get it back again. The contem­ 
plated road was popular with the peo­ 
ple interested in its construction, 
it 
would have been a strong competitor 
of the California and Oregon Railroad, 
which runs up 011 the east side of the 
river and, crossing at Tehama, passes 
through Red Blufi', and it would have 
destroyed the monopoly the railroad 
company’s boats now hold 011 the up­ 
per Sacramento. 
The fact that the 
road would have done all tliisis hinted 
at as the reason why it is not built. 
It is due to the people who subscribed 
their money in good faith to the enter­ 
prise, and but justice to the Directors, 
if they are honest, that a clear state­ 
ment be made of how much money 
was spent, and the true reason given 
for the abandonment of the work.

suspicion that a company may he in­ 
fluenced by another company to aban­ 
don a work is calculated to destroy 
public confidence and retard really 
honest and greatly desired undertak­ 
ings, the success of which depend 
upon the cordial support of the people. 


Our Manufacturing Prospects. 


California should and doubtless in 
time will become the greatest manu­ 
facturing State in tiie Union. Within 
her borders Nature lias poured with a 
lavish hand the raw material of every 
kind that men need in creating nearly 
everything 
they require, or have 
learned how to use. Less than twenty 
years ago 110 one dreamed or thought 
of the varied mineral wealth we have 
since discovered dwelling within those 
rugged hills, “ rock-ribbed and ancient 
as the sun.” 
Turn back that little 
time—only a score of years—and we 
find men seeking for gold and laugh­ 
ing at tiie idea, if suggested, that Cal­ 
ifornia would soon become the greatest 
wheat producing State in the nation. 
\\ ’e see ahead but dimly; still time 
rolls 011 and unrolls the little Jiano- 
rama that begins and ends our life. 
Now there are plenty of men who 
fancy themselves shrewd and whom 
others admit to be bright business 
men, who, while conceding all that is 
claimed for California—her iron, lead, 
tin, copper, coal and marble moun­ 
tains—'will argue that she cannot Re­ 
come a 
manufacturing State, 
be­ 
cause money is worth too much; 
that 
it 
can 
be 
better 
invested 
than in building manufactories. 
This 
is as true now as it was that California 
was not a great wheat growing State 
twenty years ago. 
Perhaps ten or 
twenty years lienee money will not 
rate as high as at present. 
Perhaps, 
within that period, money will rateas 
proportionately cheap as it is now dis­ 
astrously high. We are realizing mil­ 
lions of dollars annually from our 
mines, and we are not buying as 
heavily abroad as formerly. Money 
is accumulating within our State. It 
will accumulate more rapidly in the 
coming days than in those of the 
present. There is more money in San 
Francisco now than ever before. There 
is little demand for it at one and one 
a| quarter per cent per month. It 
would all be actively employed at five 
per cent per annum. 
The accumula­ 
tion will go on, and the rates of inter­ 
est will comedown. 
The banks can­ 
not much longer control the money of 
this State. The task was light once; 
it is Herculean now; it will become 
impossible soon. 
We ahull exchange 
twenty-five or thirty million dollars 
worth of wheat this year for tiie coin 
of outside nations. This, added to the 
proceeds of our mines, will increase 
the hoipe capital largely next year. 
California will change from a place 
where interest rated higher than else­ 
where to a State where it foots up 
less than any place in the world. 
Once she starts out on her manufac­ 
turing career, she will advance rapidly. 
Her surplus money will be used in that 
direction. The question of labor will 
not interfere. 
Like money, its abund­ 
ance or scarcity regulates its value. 
Population is coming, and the demand 
for artizans and mechanics will com­ 
mand the supply. The climate and 
productiveness of California will al­ 
ways enable her people to save more 
money from the world’s average wages 
than elsewhere. 
Ours is now the 
greatest mining State, she is 011c of 
the greatest wheat growing States, 
and she will become one of the great­ 
est manufacturing States over which 
the waving Stars and Stripes give evi­ 
dence of a freoand intelligent people.

Fruit Shipments. 


The ftqlowing appears in the San 
Francisco Bulletin of April 28th: 


S a n F r a n c i s c o , April 28, 1874. 
E d i t o r 
B u l l e t i n : My attention 
lias been called to an article in your 
last night’s issue, headed “How Stan­ 
ford Helps California.” In this it is 
stated that the lreight rates on fruit 
shipped East by passenger trains have 
this season been increased 40 per cent, 
over last year’s tarilT. 
Your informant lias evidently de­ 
ceived you, as the article referred to 
will the public, and especially the 
fruit-growers of this State, therefore 
we would ask you to publish this note 
in your paper to-day. 
The ratws on fruit to Chicago are the 
same this season as last year, viz.: 
$500 per ear of ten tons by freight 
trains, and $000 per car by passenger 
trains.
